MOSCOW 'UPI! - Premier Ni­ 
kita S. Khrushchev today ap­ 
peared to have won a diplomatic 
victory over Communist China by 
gaining Cuban Premier F i d e l 
Castro's public endorsement of the 
Soviet position in the ideological 
dispute with Peking. 
In return, Castro got a new 
pledge from Khrushchev that “an 
attack on Cuba would be consid 
ered an attack against the So­ 
viet Union.” Western diplomats 
said he apparently got more dur­ 
ing his four week stay in the 
US S R They believe Khrushchev 
promised new economic ami pos­ 
sibly military aid. 
The public pledges were ex­ 
changed Wednesday at a mam­ 
moth farewell rally for Castro at 
Lenin Stadium. Today, the two 
leaders were believed planning to 
head for the Black Sea for a rest 
before Castro’s flight back to Cu­ 
ba, expected early next week. 
Castro’s support was all the 
more significant because China 
used the Cuban crisis of last Oc­ 
tober to ridicule Khrushchev’s 
policies of peaceful coexistence 
and demand a more militant 
stand against the West. 
The Russians. Peking charged, 
are “as timid as mice” before 
the American “paper tiger." 
Castro did not refer specifics!* 
, to the Soviet missile pullout in 
his speech. But he lavishly praised 
the Russians for their willingness 
to risk nuclear war and imperil 
the achievements of the Russian 


revolution for the sake of tiny 
Cuba. 
This was a direct refutation of 
what Peking charges. It says Rus­ 
sia has abandoned its revolution­ 
ary radicalism now that it has 
some of the comforts of an es­ 
tablished society. According to 
Peking, this means the undevel 
oped nations seeking revolution 
ary guidance must turn to China. 
Thus Castro’s pledge is likely 
to have important repercussions 
among the Communist parties in 
the poorer l atin American coun­ 
tries. Peking has been trying to 
woo these parties, but they can 
be expected to follow the line of 
Castro, the one Communist in 
power in the hemisphere. 
Western diplomats pointed out 
that Castro had little choice, 
whatever his feelings about the 
Chinese cause, for which he has 
indicated some sympathy in the 
past.

He said that he was given 
a guide when he asked for one, 
but was not followed and not 
denied permission to see anything 
he wanted to see, except prisons. 
Couldn't Visit Prisons 
As chairman of the Friends 
Prison 
Service 
Committee 
of 
Philadelphia Yearly Meeting of 
tile Society of Friends, Colgan 
has considerable interest in, and 
experience with, a prison visita­ 
tion. But he still wasn’t allowed 
to visit any Cuban prisons. 
Colgan was told, he said, that 
he wasn’t allowed to visit the pris­ 
ons* because “We are working to 
rehabilitate these people; we don’t 
want them known as former pris­ 
oners when they are released.” 
The excuse seemed odd to him, 
he said; he couldn’t see this point 
of view. 
Another thing he said he didn’t 
like is that there is no opposition 
party in Cuba and there are no 
plans for an opposition party. 
“They told me opposition is with­ 
in the party, but I don’t quite 
see that.” 
Met Raoul Twice 
Colgan says he was impressed 
with the accessibility of Cuban 
leaders. “I met Raoul Castro 
twice at receptions. And I cut 
p»gnr cane in a canefield with Che 
Guervara, economic czar of Cuba, 
and talked with him there and 
took a number of pictures of him. 
“I didn’t try to interview him 
at the time but did ask for an 
interview — I submitted later a 
list of questions at the ministry 
that I would have liked to ask 
him. But I didn’t get the inter­ 
view — they said he was too 
busy.** Colgan didn’t meet Fidel 
Castro — he was in Russia at 
the time. 
“Much Like Americans’* 
Do Cubans like Russians? 
“Well,” claims Colgan, “t h e 
Cuban personality is much like 
the American, I think. I could kid 
with people in all walks of life 
there. Cubans love to pass the 
time of day. Russians generally 
have a heavier personality, very 
correct, very courteous. Quite a 
few Russian technicians lived in 
the botel where I stayed. They 
were mostly 
middle-aged 
peo­ 
ple with a middle-aged spread. 
Colgan visited a mental hos­ 
pital where he found the direc 
tor in the kitchen cooking. “He 
said he was making sure his pa 
Hents got good food. This was the

chief of a 6,000-patient hospital. 
He was dressed in his militia­ 
man's uniform, complete with 
gun, and had a chef’s cap on. 
No Conflict 
“This man is a devout Catholic 
and he told me ’Even when I was 
fighting with Fidel in the moun 
tains I went to confession and 
Fidel knew it.’ ” The hospital di­ 
rector told Colgan that he could 
see no conflict between 
Chris 
tianity and socialism. 
Tom Colgan talked to a num 
ber of people about church-state 
relations in Cuba. Once he asked 
a Cuban clergyman, “Don’t you 
find it hard to be a Christian in 
Cuba?” The Cuban shot back 
“Not so hard as it wduld be to 
be a Christian in Birmingham. 
Alabama!” 
In Cuba, Colgan attended i 
Catholic Mass, a Quaker Meet 
ing, a Presbyterian service and 
a Christian students’ discussion on 
“How Do We Testify To Chris­ 
tianity in a Socialistic Society?” 
General Indifference 
Colgan said he was struck by 
a general indifference to religion, 
and often said so in his discus- 
sions with groups of students. 
The students would counter with

went.” As a Quaker, he is

ment. “I’m against these things 
in Cuba or anywhere else." So, 
he said, he complained of the 
guns and soldiers that he saw 
everywhere. “But people would 
tell me, ‘If the pressure was off 
us, we’d be glad to throw our 
guns away.’ ” 
Effects Of Blockade 
Colgan said he is concerned 
about the effects of the blockade. 
“Its 
hurting 
— 
everybody 
admits it. If things get tougher 
there as a result of the blockade, 
it may not be our advantage but 
to our detriment. The goodwill 
that Cubans have toward us could 
change to hatred. On the other 
hand, if things continue to im­ 
prove — and they are improving 
— if Russia can supply all that’s 
needed, what do they need us 
for? The door might be irrevoc­ 
ably locked against us.” 
How tough are things there 
now? “I saw no sign of malnu­ 
trition. Countless people I talked 
to told me the food situation is 
better than it had been As far 
as my own experience goes, 
couldn’t get eggs or milk for 
breakfast, but you could get a 
hamburger, 
if 
you 
could 
eat 
that for breakfast! And there was 
meat every night for dinner. 
Shoes Hard To Find 
Colgan said he went into cloth­ 
ing stores 
and 
found 
clothing 
available, though some of it was 
rationed and shoes were hard to 
find. And as for cars on the 
streets. “It’s amazing the old rat 
tletraps they keep running. I saw 
old GM buses up to 12 years old, 
and some new Russian and Hun­ 
garian buses. Buses are terribly 
crowded — I was told they have 
about half as many as they need 
And the drivers all drive like 
they’re getting a new bus tomor­ 
row. Streets are very oily-oil drips 
out (rf those old motors.” 
On the other hand, Colgan saw 
1,000 new bicycles from China, 
some new Chinese lawnmowers, 
and much heavy machinery from 
Russia. “And the best piece of 
new factory machinery that I saw 
was Chinese." 
What does Colgan think the U.S. 
ought to do about Cuba? 
Personal Feelings 
“My own personal feeling is we 
ought to be in there with the 
Eastern bloc nations showing Cu­ 
bans we are their friends. They 
claim the door is open as far as 
they are concerned, that it is shut 
by the U.S. at present. I travel­ 
led as an American on a valid 
visa, but I was one (rf only half 
dozen Americans, perhaps, to 
go in the past year. We should 
lift travel restrictions — let a lot 
more people go. 
“Especially church people. Let 
theirs come here and let ours go 
there. I think our country is big 
enough, strong enough to make 
this move, and should do it.”

NAIROBI, Kenya <UPI)—Three 
Somalis were shot to death and 
nine others w'ounded today when 
police fired into an angry mob 
that surrounded voters in a poll­ 
ing booth in Isiolo, on Kenya’s 
northern frontier. 
Thousands of secessionist So­ 
mali tribesmen encircled the poll­ 
ing booth this morning and at­

voters,

Meru 
tribesmen, with rocks and knives. 
Police fought with the Kenya 
Somalis over a large area in the 
surrounding bush. They used gas 
grenades and finally rifle-fire to 
disperse the screaming tribes­ 
men. 
A dusk-to-dawn curfew w a s 
clamped down in the area and a 
company of the King’s African 
Rifles was rushed in. The situa­ 
tion was reported under control.
